WASHINGTON (J t) — Secretary 
of Defense Marshall contended to 
senators today that Gen. Douglas. 
MacArthur’s Korean war proposal* 
would risk "an all-out war with the 
Soviet Union." 
But under questioning from Sena­ 
tor Russell (D., Ga.>, Marshall sa;d 
this country is now "discussing” 
with other nations one of the de­ 
posed Far Eastern commander’s 
recommendations., a naval blockade 
of Red China. He added: "We have 
not brought the issue up as a formal 
proposition for them to refuse." 
Replying to MacArthur's attacks 
on the administration’s Far Eastern 
policies, Marshall also said: 
1. The Truman administration’s 
unwavering policy is to deny nation­ 
alist-held Formosa to the Chinese 
Communists and to oppose seating 
of the Reds in the United Nations. 
2. A Jan. 12 memorandum of the 
joint chiefs of staff, which Mac­ 
Arthur contended supported his pro­ 
posals for fighting the Korean war 
by direct action against Communist 
China, was drafted for use if Ameri­ 
can troops had to withdraw from 
Korea. 
3. The memorandum was. discard­ 
ed when it became apparent that 
American troops, had turned the 
tide of battle. 
4. The memorandum contained 16 
courses of recommended action, only 
four of which were quoted by Mac- 
Arthur in his testimony last week 
to senators inquiring into his dis­ 
missal as Far Eastern Commander 
and policy dispute involved in it. 
5. Mac Arthur was fired because of 
"basic differences of judgment" not 
only with the President, but the 
chiefs of staff and Marshall him­ 
self. 
Testifying at a closed session with 
his "combed” testimony made public 
later, Marshall said MacArthur’s 
plan would risk an all-out world 
conflict "even at the expense' of 


losing our allies and wrecking the 
coalition of free peoples throughout 
the world." 
Marshall said MacArthur "would 
have us, on our own initiative, carry 
the conflict beyond Korea against 
the mainland of Communist China, 
both from the sea and from the air. 
"He would have us accept the risk 
of involvement not only in extension 
of the war with Red China, but in 
an all-out war with ttie Soviet 
Union," the defense secretary said, 
adding: 
"He (MacArthur) wrould have us 
do this even though the effect of 
such action might expose western 
Europe to attack by the millions of 
Soviet troops poised in middle and 
eastern Europe." 
MacArthur had argued that his 
proposals ought to be acceptable to 
other members of the United Na­ 
tions. But he said that if they were 
not, the United States should “go it 
alone." 


MacArthur contended, too, that 
the moves he advocated would not 
involve any greater risk of Russian 
entry into' war than had the first 
American 
troops intervention in 
Korea. 


He said Russia was hamstrung 
from a supply standpoint in Asia 
and could not launch a major of­ 
fensive there. 
Marshall, at the outset of his tes­ 
timony, said he deplored what he 
called the necessity for testifying in 
contradiction to "a brother army of­ 
ficer.’’ 


Then, in later discussion of Mac­ 
Arthur, he said it is "completely un­ 
derstandable and, in fact, at times 
commendable that a theater com­ 
mander should become so wholly 
wrapped up in his own aims and re­ 
sponsibilities that some of the di­ 
rectives received by him from high­ 
er authority are not those that he 
would have written for himself.” 


+ Airplane pilot Alfred L. LaCom, 
30, of Glendale, was reported today 
resting comfortably in San Rafael 
General hospital after crashing his 
plane into power lines near San 
Rafael last night.

Of $4,140,629.02 to be collected, all 
but $115,029.28 was paid before the 
deadline, April 20. 
Last year the 
delinquencies totalled $98,285.56 of a 
$3.357,755.74 tax bills. 
Persons paying their taxes after 
they were declared delinquent must 
pay a six per cent penalty plus the 
cost of making up the delinquent 
roll, usually about one dollar per 
entry, Donohue said. 
If the taxes are not paid by June 
23, the property will be technically 
turned over to the state, for sale as 
delinquent property after five years 
have passed, the tax collector said.

Ministers Meeting 
On Japanese Treaty 
MOSCOW (/Pi—The Soviet Union 
today proposed a meeting of foreign 
ministers of the U.S.S.R., the United 
States, France, 
Britain 
and Red 
China in June of July to begin pre­ 
paring a Japanese peace treaty.

Tax Unit Says 
$120,000 Paid 
In Marin Relief 
California Taxpayers’ Association 
has reported that $120;829 in relief 
was received by Marin county resi­ 
dents in March, 1951, and warned 
that the amount would increase if a 
state law "to aid the totally and per­ 
manently disabled” is passed. 
Declaring the bill would duplicate 
present reiiei measures, a spokes­ 
man for the association said: "Di­ 
rect aid is paid to the needy chil­ 
dren, aged, blind, and partially self- 
supporting blind. General home relief 
cares for any needy persons not cov­ 
ered by the other types of direct 
relief, so that no person in need is 
left without public assistance.” 
The association also pointed out 
that the courts would have trouble 
In defining a disabled person who 
would qualify for .assistance under 
the law. And once declared eligible 
the measure would give the "needy 
disabled” person the same aid as is 
given the "needy” aged persons. 
Present relief costs in California 
amount to $350,000,000 each year. 
The new law would add nearly 
$100,000,000 to this amount, the Tax­ 
payers’ Association explained, and 
added, "if California hopes to get 
rid of its reputation for being a vrel— 
fare state, it should stop expanding 
ts relief programs.

Caldwell declared that too many 
people in this country fall into one 
of two groups—those who are apa­ 
thetic about the A-bomb and its ef­ 
fects or those who are beset "by 
fear and helplessness.” 
"Our problem is to get those peo­ 
ple to understand that an atomic 
attack does not spell doom—to un­ 
derstand that by taking certain 


simple precautions most people can 
continue to live and to work,” he 
said. "We must persuade them to 
stop defying the first law of nature 
—that of survival.” 
Caldwell declared that well organ­ 
ized civil defense can reduce casu­ 
alties from a bombing attack at 
least by half "and keep the cities 
and production lines in operation.” 
The conference was expected to 
attract more than 1,200 leaders of 
some 250 national organizations with 
a total membership of 50,000,000. 
Caldwell said it was called "to mo­ 
bilize the organizational leadership 
of the nation to spearhead a pro­ 
gram of public education for na­ 
tional survival.” 
President Truman is scheduled to 
address the delegates at a dinner 
tonight in the Statler hotel. Secre­ 
tary of Defense Marshall has been 
asked to speak at the luncheon to­ 
day. 
In addition to leaders of civic, 
fraternal, religious, professional, la­ 
bor, veterans and women’s groups, 
Caldwell said, several state gover- 
ernors and federal officials will par­ 
ticipate in the meetings. 
Mr. Trumau Saturday appoint­ 
ed a 12-man civil defense advisory 
council — including three governors 
and three mayors—to consult peri­ 
odically with federal civil defense 
officials on general policy.

McCarthy Asks 


Suppt On Bill 


On Quentin Span 


SACRAMENTO — State Senator 
John P. McCarthy this week again 
urged Marin county organizations 
to lend their active support to his 
bill to initiate action toward con 
struction of the proposed Marin- 
Contra Costa bay bridge, 
McCarthy's measure, which is ^co- 
authored by Senator George Miller 
Jr., of Richmond, would appropriate 
$750,000 for plans and specifications 
for the span. 
The bill went through the Senate 
without opposition, but McCarthy 
said there is every indication it will 
run into trouble when it receives a 
hearing before the Assembly com­ 
mittee on Conservation, Planning 
and Public Works May 9th. 
The 
hearing is scheduled for 3 p.m. at 
the capítol. 
The senator says he expects the 
major opposition to come from As­ 
semblyman Richard Dolwig of South 
San Francisco, who has been quoted 
as expressing the opinion that the 
Marin-Contra Costa bridge would 
net aid in solving the bay area’s 
water, reclamation and rapid transit 
problems. 
“There is also evidence that the 
Reber planners will try to block 
passage of the bill,” McCarthy com­ 
mented, 
‘‘They seem to fear the 
proposed bridge would stall their 
costly plan for a north bay cause­ 
way and fresh water lake, which the 
corps of army engineers, in exhaus­ 
tive studies, have declared imprac­ 
tical” 
“Therefore, it is highly important 
that Marin county be well represent­ 
ed at the hearing so we can present 
the merits of our case forcefully.

YOUR- HEALTH 
How Soon Should Patient 
Get Up Following Operation? 


Of late years, great emphasis has 
been placed on what; is known as 
early ambulation for surgical pa­ 
tients. Nowadays, patients who have 
had operations are allowed to lie in 
any position they prefer; they are 
encouraged to breathe deeply and 
to move their arms and legs as soon 
as they are conscious. In many 
cases they are urged to get out of 
bed very promptly, often within a 
day or so after surgery. 
This does not mean, however, 
that such patients should be rushed 
out of the hospital as soon as they 
are able to get about. Where this 
mistaken course is followed, com­ 
plications may develop which will 
send the patient back to the hos­ 
pital for a longer stay than would 
have been necessary in the first 
place.

business of getting patients out of 
bed early following an operation. 
The prime need for the first few 
days is rest of the affected parts, 
so that tissues will be given a 
chance to heal and bleeding to stop. 
Thus, though rest in bed is essential 
during this period, the patient may 
have deep breating and leg exercises 
to keep up the circulation, thus 
preventing the development of blood 
clots which are often such a severe 
complication of surgery. 
Another possible complication is 
atelectasis or collapse of the lungs. 
This is best warded off by deep 
breathing. 
After about four days, when the 
wound is safe against strain, the 
patient may be allowed to be up. 
Usually he is carried to a chair and 
is permitted tojsifc up for a while, or 
he may, if he feels like it, take the 
few steps to the chair. 
DESIRE OF PATIENT 
The natural desire of the patient 
is nearly always the best guide as 
to when he should walk. He should 
certainly not be urged to get up un­ 
til he feels like doing so. 
It has been estimated that hav­ 
ing patients get up early following 
operation would increase, from, 10 to 
20 per cent, the capacity of a hos­ 
pital, would reduce greatly the call 
on the nurses’ time, and would be 
beneficial to the patient. However, 
speeding up the patient’s discharge 
from the hospital is not advisable 


since complications could then de­ 
velop which would only make it 
necessary for the patient to return 
to the hospital for a long stay. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. C. W.: My feet always seem 
cold. Does this mean there is some- 
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thing wrong?. 
Answer: boldness of the feet may 
be due to some circulatory dis­ 
turbance. In general, it is not a 
matter for any concern unless the 


symptoms are excessive. In 
case, an examination should 
be 
made by the physician to determine 
the extent of the circulatory dis­ 
order .

Latest Attack On Bridge . 
Plan Must Be Met, Defeated 


Every time it appeari that a bridge between 
Marin and Contra Costa counties is finally 
assured, some new element of opposition to the 
proposal enters the picture. 
Last week two strong opponents indirectly 
served notice that they intend to battle the 
bridge plan to the bitter end. 
John Reber, father of the ambitious plan that 
bears his name, put in an appearance in Sacra­ 
mento, reportedly to lobby against S. B. 416, the 
bridge authorization bill. Mr, Reber fears that 
construction of the bridge would delay realiza­ 
tion of his plan for throwing a dam across the 
bay to convert San Pablo to a fresh water lake. 
The dam would serve as a causeway for high­ 
way and rail crossings, according to his view. 
The other staunch opponent who emerged 
last week was Assemblyman Richard J. Dolwig 
of San Mateo who heads a legislative committee 
to study and coordinate all bay crossing plans. 
The stated basis of his opposition to our bridge 
is that no new crossings should be built until 
his group approves some sort of master plan and 
unless the bridge to be built would then fit into 
said master plan. 
Both of these gentlemen obviously overlook 
the simple, basic facts of this bridge matter. As 
we see them, they are these: 
1—The bridge is needed. 
2—The bridge would be of tremendous bene­ 
fit to large areas on both shores of the north 
bay. 
3—Thorough studies have established be­ 
yond all reasonable doubt that the bridge plan 
is practicable both from the engineering and 
fiscal standpoints. 
4—That work on it can be started within a 
very few months at no ultimate cost to tax­ 
payers if only A. B. 416 wins approval in the 
Assembly as it did in the State Senate. 
As we said, everytime the bridge appears 
within our grasp, some new element of opposi­ 
tion enters the picture.

On this end of the line, Chairman T. Fred 
Bagshaw of the Board of Supervisors is lining 
up Wednesday support for this bill.

We are informed that representatives of the 
State Department of Public Works will be on 
hand to verify that thorough studies have 
proved the engineering and financial feasibil­ 
ity of the project. 
And Assemblyman Dick McCollister of Mill 
Valley says he still favors the project and will 
attend the hearing Wednesday. 
Every organization and individual interested 
in the realization of this plan can also help by 
again letting their feelings be known. 
Officers of organizations which previously 
have endorsed the bridge can so remind 
Senator McCarthy and Assemblyman McCol­ 
lister, asking them to notify the committee 
Wednesday at the appropriate time and in the 
appropriate manner. Individuals who have 
communicated their feelings to our Senator 
and Assemblyman previously can do so again. 
We can and we must beat off this newest 
attack on the bridge project which will mean 
so much to all of us, directly and indirectly.

There is a bit of hard fact, in 
no s0t*i§0 a military secret, which 
is not often mentioned though it 
is of the greatest possible import­ 
ance to an understanding of the 
real issues. 
That bit of hard fact is that 
American strategic air power can­ 
not be brought to bear effectively 
against the vital centers of the 
Soviet Union except with the con­ 
sent and active collaboration of 
Great Britain and France. 
I do not believe that anyone can 
dispute the truth of thisr state­ 
ment. 
The bomber fleet does not now 
exist, and could not be constructed 
in any near future, which can at­ 
tack in force the Soviet heartland 
from bases which are under Amer­ 
ican sovereign control. 
STRATEGIC AIR WAR against 
the Soviet Union cannot be con­ 
ducted with any prospect of being 
decisive from the Pacific side, that 
is to say from Japan, Okinawa, 
Formosa and Alaska. 
The distances are prohibitive for 
any sustained assault. To the near­ 
est and by no means the most im­ 
portant industrial area the round 
trip from Japan is about 5,000 
miles. 
The vital centers of Russia are 
in the Urals and in European Rus­ 
sia. They cannot be attacked se­ 
riously from the Pacific side. They 
cannot be attacked seriously across 
the polar ice. 
1 
They can be attacked seriously 
only from the European side. But 
that attack cannot be delivered 
now, or in the foreseeable future, 
except from bases under British 
and French sovereignty. 
THIS IS THE HARD fact which 
has to be taken into full account 
by anyone who wishes to judge re­ 
sponsibly the issues that are now 
being debated. 
The use of the British and 
French bases, though it would be 
indispensable if we were at war 
with the Soviet Union, cannot be 
taken for granted under any and 
all circumstances. 
The bases do not belong to us: 
the bases in both British and 
French territory could not be used 
unless and until Britain and 
France had declared war. 
It is by no means certain, It can­ 
not at all be taken for granted, 
that they would or could declare 
war against the Soviet Union in 
Europe if the Soviet Union con­ 
fined its action to the Far East. 
We must remember that the 
Jiorth Atlantic pact has nothing 
to do with the Far East. 
I AM NOT SUGGESTING or 
implying that our British and 
French allies would not stand by 
us if we ourselves were the victims 
of plain aggression in the Far 
East. I believe they would stand by 
us. But I mean to say that we 
must not count upon their support 


If, against their strong objections, 
we involve ourselves in a general 
Asian war. They are bound to hes­ 
itate to involve themselves in such 
a war. For if the war is in Asia 
and if the Soviet Union does not 
attack in Europe, how sure can we 
be, how sure have we a right to be, 
that the French Parliament would 
vote for a war that invited an in­ 
vasion, or that Britain would 
choose to begin a war in which she 
might receive the first atomic blow 
from the Russian side. 
How would Sen. Taft vote if he 
were an Englishman and a mem­ 
ber of the House of Commons, 
how would he v;ote if he were a 
Frenchman and a member of the 
French assembly? 
We shall be prudent and wise if 
we assume that the instinct of sur­ 
vival will act very powerfully in 
Western Europe, and that the peo­ 
ple of Western Europe are not 
likely to stake their very existence 
on the soundness of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s ideas. / 
WE MUST NOT DECEIVE our­ 
selves about the genuineness of 
this condition of affairs, and shrug 
it off by ascribing it to leftism, to 
fellow traveler ism, to defeatism 
and to neutralism. 
The recent French governments 
have been as cooperative as it is 
possible for any French govern­ 
ment to be. Yet they have had to 
cut down on the facilities they in­ 
tended to open up to us. 
At that one can make a very 
good surmise about what is really 
happening among the French peo­ 
ple by looking at the position now 
taken by Gen. De Gaulle in his bid 
for power. His slogan is “security 
against the adversary (Russia), in­ 
dependence with regard to the al­ 
lies (America).” And then to make 
it sure that no Frenchman mis­ 
understood him, Gen. De Gaulle 
has demanded “an alliance and 
not a subordination’’ and he has 
denounced “the encroachments 
(i.e. our bases and facilities in 
France and in North Africa) now 
incurred through the weakness of 
our regime." 
Thus Gen. De Gaulle who leads 
the French nationalist and fiercely 
anti-Comznunist mo v e me n t is 
making it plain as he runs for of­ 
fice that he does not ^regard the 
Atlantic treaty in its present form 
as finally a settled matter.

OUR ALLIANCES in Europe art 
not yet consolidated, and what is 
going on here these days is sub­ 
jecting them to a fearful strain. 
Perhaps the agitation would be­ 
come subdued, perhaps the discus­ 
sion would become more temper­ 
ate, if more people understood that 
the crack up of the alliance would 
be tantamount, or very nearly so, 
to the neutralization of our strate­ 
gic air power as a global force. 
Were the European bases to be 
dosed to us, our air power would 
be reduced to a regional instru­ 
ment incapable of being deterrent 
or decisive.

THE BULLS IN WALL STREET, 
whoflast week forced stock aver­ 
ages to a new 20-year-high, may 
be acting on a combination of the 
two forces: the short-term slow­ 
down and the long-term inflation. 
The stock exchange used to have 
the reputation of forecasting busi­ 
ness trends six months in advance. 
But even some of the capital 
goods industries may feel éhe 
brakes soon. Washington is re­ 
ported to be getting ready to ration 
steel, copper and aluminum among 
the industries. Cutbacks are fore­ 
cast in many of the high-flying 
ones: Railroad car makers, oil in­ 
dustry equipment, chemical and 
mining machinery, auto and ap­ 
pliance makers. 
The government is getting ready 
to tighten its construction rules. 
WHOLESALE PRICES have 
moved sideways since mid-Febru­ 
ary and ire now drifting down. 
Significant declines in ipot-market 
prices of boic commodities seem 
to foreshadow a further drop in 
wholesale prices. 
Retail sales slipped seriously in 
March and following Easter whole­ 
sale trade suffered a more than 
seasonal slackening. That increas­ 
ed the weight of inventories under 
which business is sagging. 
But the industrial outlook for 
the rest of the year is good, most 
observers stress. As long as the de­ 
fense program continues to pick 
up speed, they don’t see how times 
can get bad and stay that way 
very long.

One of the basic issues in the 
present international dispute, is 
the admission of the Chinese Com­ 
munists to the United Nations: 
and it is being overlooked by a 
large segment of the American 
people as a possibility for achiev­ 
ing peace in Korea. 
Why the unwillingness to admit 
the Chinese to the United Nations? 
Many Americans and some of 
their leaders are no longer willing 
to accept or tolerate a faction of 
loyal opposition in government, 
either at home or within the 
United Nations. The politicians 
and some of their constituents give 
evideAce of their irate childishness 
by labeling any sincere attemps, by 
individuals and organizations to 
have the Chinese admitted to the 
United Nations as “appeasement." 
The use of the word “appease­ 
ment” is an excellent example of 


avoidance to find intelligent an­ 
swers to the pressing questions of 
our day. 
Is it necessary to point out that 
our whole nation has been operat­ 
ed, managed and built on the prin­ 
ciple of loyal opposition to tha 
party in power. Do we not have a 
system of checks and balancea, 
which Is in itself a function of op­ 
position, so that no single branch 
of our government can accrue a 
preponderance of power and au­ 
thority? Our constitution, which 
has been Instrumental in giving 
drive to our American traditions 
and institutions, was so framed to 
allow for the presence and protec­ 
tion of a loyal opposition. And our 
society has taken on meaning be­ 
cause the opposition voice has al­ 
ways been represented. Neither the 
Senate nor the House of Repre­ 
sentatives is made up entirely of 
Republicans or Democrats. We 
have been able to arrive at this 
status of politics, despite social, • 
economic and political disarrange­ 
ments, because there has always 
been an intelligent, alert and in­ 
formed opposition. 
My question is, can we continue 
to maintain our society on this 
basis, if we should allow our for­ 
eign policy to be instrumental in 
removing or preventing all effec­ 
tive opposition from being heard 
in the United Nations? So far we 
have been operating on the pre­ 
mise of removing all opposition to 
our policies from the United Na­ 
tions. A continuance of this policy 
would only serve to tell the world 
that we are speaking quite hol­ 
lowly, when we say we are fighting 
for democracy and preservation of 
the United Nations. 
Are we ready to buckle down to 
brass tacks and grow up to our de­ 
served stature? I think we are. We . 
can give our democracy new mean­ 
ing at home by our willingness to 
see sound opposition in the United . 
Nations. If we admit the Chinese 
communists to the United Nations 
now* the 50.000 casualties we have 
suffered will go down in history as 
the first American and allied force . 
to''fight for world morality and . 
w'orld law. Should we continue the 
Korean war, history «will record 
our action as the most flagrant ex- «. 
ample of American chauvinism.

The Tars finally went under with 
34 points to 66*4 for Hartnell, 45 
for Menlo, 4*4 for Monterey, and 2 
for Contra Costa. 
The meet was originally scheduled 
to take place at Marin last week, 
but was transferred at the last min­ 
ute on Friday to Salinas due to con­ 
ditions* beyond the control of the 
weatherman. 
THREE OUT 
The move could have very well 
cost Marin the meet, as star per­ 
formers Dave Stewart, Jim McDon­ 
ald, and “Tiny" Godwin were un­ 
able to take the 4-hour school bus 
jaunt because of Jobs. 
Stewart would have been assured 
a first or second place In the high 
jump, having cleared the winning 6 
foot 2 inch winning height before. 
McDonald would have taken a place 
in the 220 and had a very good 
chance In the 100 and broad jump, 
while Godwin was bound to place 
high in the discus. 
With the sun still shining, Jim 
Allen and Frank Lindell 
came 
through to 
score Marin’s first 4 
points for a second and a fourth in 
the mile run. Allen kept a steady 
third on the first three laps and 
moved up to almost steal the honors 
in the finish. 
MILLER' SLOW 
The featured race of the day, the 
Quarter - mile, found star Menlo 
speedster, Sherman Miller winning 
by 20 yards without competition at 
a “poor" 50.1 while suffering from 
a brief attack of flu. Marin’s Wal ; 
Matthews and Jerry Kobll chasec 
across the line to pick up second 
and third places behind the speed­ 
ing ex-Napa High school star.

mark. 
Wait Matthews set the record for 
the new Coast Conference in the 
low hurdles with a mark of 28.3. The 
little Tómales sprinter hurt his knee 
on one of the hurdles and was un­ 
able to compete in the relty. 
Then the rain began to fall and 
before anyone could tell the Judges 
about Marin’s dislike for th e cold, 
wet stuff, Menlo had romped away 
with the first three places in the 
220, Hartnell grabbed first, second, 
and fourth in the 2 mile, and Hart­ 
nell and Menlo divided up the dis­ 
cuss and the high jump as the Ma­ 
riners watched the rain streaming 
down their faces. 


Fred Kett (Tam) won the 100 
yard breaststroke, varsity, with a 
time of 1:14.5, beating

Ken Croker (Tam) chopped over 
7 seconds off the old 100 yard 
breaststroke record, B division arlie 
swam it in 1:20.5.

Sauers (V) in the 200 yard free­ 
style and while doing so, set a new 
record in that race with a time of 
2:17.5.

Bob Knittle (SR) broke the next 
record, swimming a 34.2 50 yard 
backstroke for the B’s. Clark Mul- 
davin held the record with a time 
of 34.4. 
Beckford Young (Tam) slashed 20 
full seconds off the old record as he 
won the 100 yard breaststroke, var­ 
sity, with a time of 1:54.3. Jon 
Meyer (Tam) held the record with 
a 2:14.4. 
Tam swept the varsity 150 yard 
medley Relay, varsity 200 yard re­ 
lay, and lightweight 75 yard relay 
with Vallejo Junior Hi winning the 
B 100 yard relay. 
The San Rafael B Medley relay 
team, raced to victory in the 75 
medley relay, only to become dis­ 
qualified because of an early start 
on the part of one of the swim­ 
mers.

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Solons May Decide Whether 
They Will Spend Or Economize

SACRAMENTO tF) — California’s 
legislature headed today toward pol­ 
icy decisions which may tell whe­ 
ther it s going to he a spending or 
an economy session. 
Test votes are shaping up with 
the senate and assembly millions of 
dollars apart. 
The outcome may 
spell new taxes for 10,500,000 Cali­ 
fornians—but not if senate leaders 
have their say about it. 
Then, to add snap to the 73-day 
old session, there is initial action 
ahead on a $400,000,000 veterans’ 
bonus. A $48,000,000 school subsidy 


bill is ready for committee passage. 
Administration forces are hoping 
to land the disabled aid program en 
the assembly floor. And Governor 
Warren’s assembly-approved request 
fc.* subpoena powers for the state 
crime commission faces a critical 
senate committee hearing. 
To top it all off, the governor has 
granted complaining Democrats, led 
by Attorney General Edmund G. 
Brown, a hearing on the Republi­ 
can reapportionment bills which are 
on his desk for signature or veto. 
That’s set for Friday morning. 
Altogether, the new week opened 


with prospects of getting on with 
some of the important issues. The 
legislature has been far from idle. 
It has passed close to 1,500 bills. 
But it has beep slow to tackle con­ 
troversial matters. 
Chief accomplishment so far has 
been enactment of,two crime-profits 
amendments and a property tax 
exemption for private and paro­ 
chial schools. The governor signed 
these measures into law last week. 
The tax question is up in the air. 
It looks as though it will stay there 
until the legislature agrees on how 


much is needed to run the state 
during the next year. 
The assembly back on April 11 
passed the administration’s billion 
dollar budget bill almost intact. 
But chairman Ben Helse (R-El 
Centro) of the senate finance com­ 
mittee said t h a t subcommittee 
studies have produced some substan­ 
tial cuts. There has been senate talk 
of reductions as high as $40,000,000. 
Hulse said it may be another week 
before his committee votes out the 
budget measure. In the meantime, 
he is plumping for a spending pro­ 
gram which keeps within current 
revenues. 
The governor’s financial advisors 
are sticking to their revenue esti­ 
mates. They still anticipate a sur­ 
plus of only $20,000,000 by June 30, 
1952. Warren has laid claim to 
much of that for his own recom­ 
mendations, including disabled aid. 
Even if the senate wields a sharp 


pruning knife, Hulse doesn't expect 
there will be enough surplus mar­ 
gin to carry the $48,000,000 addition­ 
al money sought for schools. 
A two cents a pack cigarette tax 
has been suggested to provide the 
extra school funds. Sponsors of the 
bill, up for final assembly commit­ 
tee action this week, say they can’t 
tell whether the tax will be needed 
until the legislature settles the bud­ 
get issue. 
A tobacco tax is tied to a pro­ 
posed bonus for California veterans 
of World War H and the fighting 
in Korea. The assembly constitu­ 
tional amendments will rule on the 
ballot measure Wednesday night. 
In addition, the counties want a 
one cent tax—or at lease the right 
to levy it. 
Once fact is clear: the longer it 
takes the senate to act on the bud­ 
get, the less chance there will be 
for the special appropriation bills
